known as the plum ed q uail or m oun­ 
tain partridge, is the largest and m ost 
beautiful ot' all the m em bers of the 
q uail family found in N orth America. 
T h e bird is 
found 
throug ho ut 
the 
m ountainous 
districts 
of 
California 
from the Oregon line to the Mex ican 
line. 
Along the no rth w est coast re­ 
gion this q uail is of a dark er color and 
is, therefore, considered 
a 
different 
v ariety . 
T his co ast form is usually 
called the m ountain q uail by scien­ 
tists, w hereas the one found in the 
S ierras is called the plum e q uail. As a 
rule the m ountain q uail of the Sierras 
dw ells abov e 5000 feet altitude, but 
during the w inter season it is found 
low er down and som etim es ev en asso­ 
ciated with v alley q uail. 
T h e coast 
form dwells a t m uch low er altitudes. 
On th e e astern bases of the southern 
rang es 
the 
m ountain 
q uail 
occurs 
ab o ut springs well out on to the des­ 
ert. 
F ro m o th e r q uail found in Califor­ 
nia the m o untain q uail m ay bo distin­ 
guished by its large size, rich chestnut 
th ro a t and flanks, sides broadly band­ 
ed with white, and by the long crest 
plum e m ade up of two jet black feath­ 
ers. 
W hereas the crest of the v alley 
q uail hangs ov er the bill, that of the 
m ountain q uail is 
ra th e r 
erect 
or 
pointed backw ard. 
T he two sex es of

less a close v iew of the crest can be 
had.

birds m ay be seen trav eling to lower 
altitudes. 
They trav el almost wholly 
“on foot,” usually folowing along the 
ridges. 
By O ctober 1 m ost of them 
hav e abandoned elev ations abov e 5000 
l'eet, and when th e w inter snow s a r ­ 
riv e they hav e found a habitat tar 
m ore congenial. 
In the early spring 
and sum m e r they begin th eir upward 
journey . 
A t this tim e of y ear they 
a re seldom seen in large flocks, but 
ascend singly or In pairs and follow 
up the ridges as the snow m elts from 
the ground. 
The food of the m ountain q uail con­ 
sists v ery largely of v egetable m atter

T h e large size and ex q uisite color­ 
ing of th e m ountain q uail m ak e it an 
a ttra c tiv e bird to the 
h unter. 
Its 
flesh also is ex cellent, being declared 
jucier th a n th a t of the v alley q uail. 
T he scarcity of birds and the difficulty 
a tte nda nt upon reaching th eir habitat 
alone deter m any from h unting this 
q uail. 
As a rule m ountain q uail when 
hunted in the brush run som e distance 
before fly ing and then rise singly , so 
th a t only one can be usually killed at 
a shot. 
Hence a limit bag is hard to 
obtain. 
Howev er, when th e s e q uail 
are num erous in the foothills during 
th e w inter they som etim es becom e .so 
befuddled that they can be driv en into 
a shed or cage and captured by hand. 
In fo rm er y ears 
m ountain 
q uail 
w ere v ery num erous and w ere com­ 
monly sold on the m arkets 
in 
San 
Francisco. 
T hey were trapp ed in the 
High S ierras and sent to th e m arkets 
aliv e. 
Owing to the m igratory m ov em ents 
of the m ountain q uail it is only just 
m ar the season open earlier 
in

foothills of the S ierras th an

coast region. 
Otherwise 
th e

w estern slope of the Sierra 
Nev ada, 
in th e coast region 
the

T here should alw ay s be a hom e for

fore not subject in any g re a t degree to 
th e destructiv e forces of encroaching 
civ ilization. 
A snort season and small 
bag lim it with an entire close season 
for a term of y ears when the species 
is too greatly reduced should be suf­ 
ficient to ensure the p erm anency of 
this beautiful gam e species.

“The early part of January is usually a time of 
hea v y ba nk 
w ithdraw als, due to the adoption of plans 
for the stim ulation of b usiness and new enterprises 
b y m anufacturers, m erchants and dev elopers. 
This 
money leav es the b anks, tem porarily, and the de­ 
posits, as 
a rule, fall off b ecause of holiday b ills. 
This year, howev er, there has b een an exception to 
the rule. 
W hile the w ithdraw als for the enlargm ent 
<*/ b usiness has b een norm al the deposits hav e b een 
ex ceptio na lly heav y and to a point that occasioned 
surprise. 
Deposits for early January hav e exceeded 
w ithdraw als.” This is the v iew of J. F. Sartori, presi­ 
dent of the Security T rust and Sav ings Bank of 
Los Angeles. 


“W e watched this b alance of deposits ov er take­ 
outs sta rt on January 2 and increase each day, and 
b egan to 6eek for the reason,” continued Mr. Sartori. 
“The cause is not ab solutely ascertainab le, b ut we 
do find that a considerab le am ount of money that 
ha d b een put in safety deposit v aults or kept under 
the m attress has come out of hiding and into cir­ 
culation. 
This is the acme of confidence on the 
part of the pub lic 
it means that 'prosperity' is not 
m erely a topic for conv ersation, b ut is a reality. 
“Studying these things carefully, 
the 
Security 
Trust and Sav ings b ank has b roken the ice on loans 
b y offering to turn b ack into geheral circulation the 
excess of deposits and it may b e felt assured that 
m o n ey from now on will b e ‘easier.’ 
In two days 
we hav e loaned a considerab le gross am ount at 40 
per cent of conserv ativ e v aluation without imposition 
of a commission. 
This situation will continue and 
will b ecome general. 
“Money put out in this way gets ev entually to the 
contractor and m eans increased b uilding activ ity. 
It passes into the hands of the wage earner and 
m eans more employment for the carpenter and the 
b ricklayer. In other words money of this sort changes 
from hand to hand; the grocer and the b utcher, the 
clothing m erchant and the Broadway stores—ev ery 
one in the community shares in the b enefits of its 
circulation. 
"This, as we deduce tlie situation, is not the tim e 
to talk optimism, b ut, rather, the tim e to share 
in its b enefits. 
It may b e predicted that each week 
will m ark an augmentation in the flow of coin and 
currency. 
Banking circles may b e said to b e highly 
pleased and the nest ev idence is the re-estab lish­ 
m ent of a loan b asis on Los Angeles hom es.” 


United States as Banking Po wer 
FIdmund D. Hulb ert, v ice-president of the M er­ 
chants Loan & T rust Company, of Chicago, defended 
tiie Federal Reserv e Act b efore m em b ers of the 
I n ion League Club of that city and asserted that 
London's position as the world b anking power wrould 
b e jeopardized b y the United States at the conclusion 
of the war b ecause of the act. 
Mr. H ulb ert thought 
it of little conseq uence w hether the Reserv e b anks 
earned div idends, though he thought they would, and 
predicted the greater loaning powers giv en to b anks 
would more than compensate for any loss of div i­ 
dends.

Oil From Grape Seed 
A concession has b edh granted a soap and chemical 
m anufacturer of Rosario, A rgentine, for the exploita­ 
tion of the grape seed oil industry in the prov ince 
of Mendoza, the concession b eing an exclusiv e one. 
The district in 191.1' produced 105,603 000 gallons of 
wine. 
The plant for the m anufacture of grape seed 
oil will open this year with a capacity of 650,000 
pounds of oil per^annum which will b e increased 
until the product reaches six to eight million pounds. 
For tab le use the oil can b e m arketed a t a cost of 
5.8 cents a pound and for the m anufacture of soap 
a t 3.9 cents per pound. 
The oil, it is declared, can 
b e used in the m anufacture of artificial rub b er. 


Mint Output Last Year 
Mints of the United States in the year 1914 coined 
154,850,157 pieces, the total v alue of which was $ 61,- 
750,161.72. Gold coins num b ered 4,194,112 v alued a t 
$ 53,457,817; silv er coins were v alued a t $ 6,083,082 
w ith 31,368,655 dimes leading in num b er; of one cent 
pieces 80,568,432 were coined. Coinage for the Philip­ 
pine Islands amounted to 6,975,500 pieces; for Salv a­ 
dor, 7,000,080 pieces; Costa Rica. 859,425 pieces, and 
Ecuador, 2,500,000 pieces. 


Greatest Grain Point 
Approxim ately 221,691 cars of grain were receiv ed 
in Chicago and inspected b y the state utilities com­ 
mission in 1914, as against 204,924 cars in 1913, and 
this despite the fact that the first six m onths of 
this year showed a decrease of 40 per cent, as com­ 
pared w ith the first half of the preceding year.
